Document A 14 discloses a temperature-sensitive fluid type fan coupling apparatus. 
Documents A9 and A14 claim priority based on the same first-filed application. 

Document A15 discloses an automotive cooling fan having a fluid friction clutch. 
Documents A5 and A15 claim priority based on the same first-filed application. 

Document A16 discloses a fluid friction clutch controllable by a remote temperature 
sensor. Documents A4 and A16 claim priority based on the same first- filed application.
